In the scudle 
Oameron'B pistol waa discharged, two 
bullets pawing throach Allieon'8 side 
and then pontjtratiiigTlioiiipBon'a heart.

Guarantee Checks. 


WHEBEDOESTHECOMBINESTAND 


Low Grade Raisins Hopelessly Cut, 


and the High Grade Article 


Scarce. 


When the directors of the State of Gal 


ifornia Raifl'm Growera* and 1'ackera' 
Company, otherwiae the Baisiu com- 
bine, met yesterday at the Hughes Ho- 
tel they succeeded in dispatching 
their buflineee at the morning session. 
It may he that the combine will not 
meet again as an organization, although 
there have been no iurlher resignations 
from the board of directors, and the 
work of inspection ami branding is still 
in progress. 


Short as the proceedings were, they 


lasted long enough to enable a measure 
of vital importance to bo transacted. A 
resolution was introduced and adopt- 
ed, 
authorizing 
tbo 
members of 


the combine, to withdraw their guar- 
antee checks whenever they pleased, 
and waiving the ten days' statutory 
notice required by the bylaws. Tho fol- 
lowing have withdrawn their checks: 
Fresno Home Tucking Company, Butler 
A Forsyth, Griflin & Skelfy, Hobbs & 
I'areons, Fresno Fruit Company, Chad- 
dock, Hoy te & Co. 


Tho effect o this resolution, when car- 


ried out, will be virtually to leave tbo 
packers to cut prices at their will, since 
bhe withdrawal of tho guarantee checks 
leaven no. pecuniary penalty for violating 
tho laws of the combine. Mora tbuu u 
month ago a secret resolution was passed 
authorizing the packers' agents to meet 
all cuts in pricca below three-crown 
jrade. It was claimed at tho time that 
is there is a great shortage of raising of 
liigher grade, and there was 110 likeli- 
liood of prices being cut in any grade 
ibovo throe-crown, the combine bad no 
longer a field of usefulness, and since 
then it has been pointed out that tbe 
guarantee check were put up in such 
shape that they were practically worth- 
lees HB a hindrance to cutting prices. 


Accordingly it was decided yesterday 


ihat the money covered or represented 
uy the checks might bo much more uso- 
lully employed if in band of tbe pack- 
ers, IIB many growers cannot afford to 
wait for returns on their raisins. Many 
of the growers are glad to gut 1 cent ad- 
vance un throe-crown goods, uiul there 
ire rumors that a lot of grapes have 
iieen eent in at only half a cent advace. 


Another act of tbe directors has been 


,o reduce tbo force of assistant iuspcct- 
tors very considerably. 


One of tbe directors said to a reporter 


ibortly after tho meeting yesterday: 
"Tim fact is that tho packers were not 
sustained by tbo growers. In tho first 
place the packers undertook to do aomo- 
lliing they could not carry out. For 
ono thing, thuy did not have tbo 
money.

goods. 


Tho only way to sustain tho organization 
wad to Imvc money enough to hold tho 
raising. The law of supply and demand 
will protect tbe high grade raisins 
against a cut in prices so that there is 
10 object in keeping the money repre- 
sented by tho packers' chocks out of 
circulation. As for the low grade rai- 
sins, tlio market ia so low that there is 
nothing in them." 


Secretary W. F. Forney of the Pro- 


ducers' Company, which withdraw from 
.bo combine two weeks ago, said tbo 
losition

bine did not surprise him. His com- 
mny was in possession of telegrams 
showing conclusively that the offer ot 
raidina at prices below combine rates 
lad been made by agents of tho coin- 
)inc packers, some offers being us low 
aa H-crown for S?4 cents, delivered in 
,ho cast, ami 2-crown 3J^ cents Oeliv- 
;red. His own company was asked by 
tangent if this cut was to lie mot and 
was instructed not to ecll. tho feeling 
licing that tbe combine directors had 
Iieen trying to forco prices down and un- 
lerquole the Troduccra' Company's fig- 
ires. The product of the growers who 
are giving the goods to commission men 
o handle, would have been ueed to 
drive co-operative companies out of the 
uftrket.
